Ou her hull 
being bared it was seen thatthe midship part of 
the vessel must have rested somewhat heavily 
on the table of rock which she “found,” 
when anchordd at Yungehing Bay, The nature 
‘of tho damage shows clearly that the rocky 
bottom in question’ was not of 4 particularly 

| uneven nature; it bruised, but did not pierce 
the vessel's bottom. Another thing that was 
particularly fortunate under the circumstances 
was that the Leriathan had no centre keel to. be 
driven through her bottom. She hos hilgo- 
keels, or rolling-chocks, liks tha most 
modern class of warships. When the vessal 
“sat down” the plates started, + and allowed 
water to find its way into the tank space be- 
‘tween the vessel's inner and onter shells. This 
space, however, being in compartments the water 
was confined to amidships. Altogether some 
100 feet of plates will have to be removed—that 
is, 100 feet of four lines of plates. Tho ropairs 
ought to take about six weeks. es

Then the torpeilo-boat. getting . nearer 
fired ten shells at her, bat as the steamer still 
out slackeningher speed,a torpedo 
hh strnck the steamers ‘stern. 

The torpedo- 
boat: immediately approached and culy then 
made oiit that the vessel wax the British steamer 
Hipeang., The crew and passengers, consisting 
of seventy ' Chinese, six . Britishers and- one 
Russian, wore taken off and put on hoard the 
torpedo-boat..

SEIZURE OF THA BRITISH STEAMER 
" “ALTANTON.” ° 
St. Perensaune, 22nd June, 

Admiral Skry@off-has sent the following 
telegram of yesterday's date to the Taar :— 

- “On Jane 12 a squadron, consisting of thy 
cruiser Bosia, dying the flag of Vice-Admirul 
Bozobrazoif, and the cruisers Gromobot anid 
Rurik, left to assume the offensive against the 
maritime communications of the Jupanese army: 
The squadron returned on June 20. Its com- 
mander reports that on the morning of June 15 
the squadron advanced from the north towards 
the Straits of Shimonoseki, When within 20 
miles of the straits our ships perceived on the 
herizon two steamers, which they chased, but 
could not overhaul owing to the great distance. 
At the same. timmy 0 third ship was seon, and the 
cruiser Gromoboi was ordered to capture her. 

“The ship proved to be the transport Zdzumi 
Maru. In:spite of the repeated orders to stop, 
sho would not do so until she had been struck 
by several shells, She then hove to and men 
began .to jump’ overboard. The Gromobi 
signalled to the men on board to leave the ship, 
This ‘was done, the crew leaving in two boats 
‘These and the men in the sen who wore picked 
up by the cruiser’s boats were reecived on board 
the -Gromobot,. The Idzwni: Maru, of over 
3,000 tona burdon, was then sunk by our gune. 
Among the 103 persons taken on hoard the 
cruiser from the transport there wero 17 
officers. 

« After the sinking of the transport two more 
steamers were soon from the" Gromo! oi, which’ 
gave chase, They wero found to ho the Sado 
Marwend the Hitachi Maru, each of 6,000 tons 
register. In the formor, in addition to nrilitary

‘and 12 oMcers, as woll as pontoons. In the 
Hitachi Mare wore found more than 1,600 troops, 
bosides military stores, Tho oraixor Rosaia 
was ordored to capture the Sado Jfari and tho 
cruiser Gromobor the Hituchi Marv, which triod 
to escape. 

“ Aftoy soveral.shots had been’ fred warning 
the transport to atop without offect, the guns 
opened in earnest against the vexsel. aud sho 
stopped. Those -on board, ‘however; paid no 
attention to thé signal to abandon the vessel, 
ani only after several moro shots had been fired 
did thoy begin: to dower their boats. Tho 
transport settled down vory slowly, and conse- 
gaently tho Gromoboi received orders to expedite 
dhe kinking, This was soon accomplished by the 


Rursiun cruiser. 

“The Sado Mare stoppol after several shots 
had beon fieed across her hows, und in accor- 
dance with tho Russian signals her boats, which 
wore fairly numoroua, were lowered. Some of 
the boats were let down proeipitately and 
several capsized, Others, crowded with mon, 
headed for Tuushima ond Thi Shima, those 
inlands' being visible in tho distance. The 
weather was calm and the sea perfectly quiet.
